modore Stewart/is publishedin the eastern 
papers, in wbicli he gives a very iiitereatirig 
account of a cbnversatibh jfhick 
'We' held 


with the late John'C. Oalhoan, at Washing- 
ton in December, 1812: .Com. Stewart had 
cultivated very 'friendly relations with the 
•Soutli Carolina representative,1 and frequent-" 
ly discussed political matters with him.- ' On1 
one occasion the conversation turned upon 
points of unusual importance, and is. thus 
described in the letter: •-•."• •' 
. ' '" ! 


One evening,! struck on the'divided views' 


of otir sectional interests; of the war—sta- 
ted to him that the opposite .feeling' on this 
subject had puzzled 'me exceedingly,l:and 
asked him how it was that ;tbe: planting 
ata'o.s were so'strongly arid'so -decidedly in 
favor of the war, while the commercial 
states were so much opposed to it. "With" 
this latter section of our'country it seemed 
to me that the punishment'of England, 
through the medium of war, ought to meet 
their highest approbation, and call for their 
greatest efforts, as they were the greatest 
sufferers through her instrumentality and 
power over our commercial affairs, since 
1792 which were so arrogantly urged by 
plunder and impressment on the.higbwaj o'f 
nations, while the southern portion of the 
Union had felt but little in comparison. I 
observed, with great'simplicity, "You in 
the south and south west are decidedly the 
aristocratic portion of this Union ; you are 
so in holding persons in perpetuity in sla- 
very ; you are so in every domestic quality j 
so in every habit of your lives, living and 
actions ; so in habits, customs, intercourse 
and manners ; you neither work with your 
bands, head, nor any machinery, bat live 
and have your living, not in accordance 
with the will of your Creator, but by the 
sweat of slavery, and yet you assume all 
the attributes,'professions and advantages 
of democracy." 


Mr. Calhoun replied : "I see you speak 


;hrough the head of a young statesman, and 
"rom thn heart of a patriot, "but you lose 
sight of the politician and the sectional 
jolicy of the people, I admit your conclu- 
•sions in respect to us southrons. That we 
are essentially aristocratic, I cannot deny, 
)ut we can and do yield much to democra- 
cy. This is our sectional policy; we are 


necessity thrown upon and solemnly 


vedded to that party, however it may occa- 
ionally clash with our feelings for the con- 
lervalion of onr interests. It is through 
>ur affiliation with that party in the middle 
and western states, that we hold power; but 
when we cease to control this nation through 
i disjointed democracy, or any material ob- 
stacle in that party which- shall tend to 
throw us out of that rule, and control, we 
shall then resort to a dissolution of the 
Union. 


" The compromises in the constitution, 


under the circumstances, were sufficient.for 
our fathers; but under the altered condi- 
tion of our country from that period, leave 
to the south no resource but, dissolution, 
for no amendments to the constitution could 
be reached through a convention of the 
people under their three-fourths rule." 


I laughed incredulously, and said, "Well, 


Mr. Calhoun, ere such can take place, you 
and I will have been so long non e,sl, that 
we can now laugh at its possibility, and 
leave it with complacency to our children's 
children, who will then have the watch on 
deck."

Another Amendment to the Banking 


Senator Bennett has introduced a bill at 


the present session ,of the. legislature, to 
amend the banking law of this state, pro- 
Tiding., that no stocks other than those ol 
this state, and of the United States, be ta- 
ken'as security for bank bills. With the 
experience" of 'the past few months we 'nave 
no.doubt that the people would approve of 
such.an,amendment. -Its adoption would; 
perhaps, limit the amount of banking cap- 
ital in this state, but this is precisely what 
shonld'bedbne. It should be accompanied 
by a law which'would effectually exclude 
alLbqnk .notes from \othcrstates which are 
not secured in a similar manner. Without 
this precaution, the restriction upon our 
own banks would be practically useless.— 
In a short time, the state would be flooded 
with worthless eastern trash, like the Ban- 
gor money, or the Hartford county, of which 
this community has a lively remembrance. 
We must recollect that it is not all good 
money which comes from the east, and that 
those who wish the circulation of it here, 
have'forgotten the past experience of Wis- 
consin in this kind of currency. 
Maine, 


Connecticut'and" New Jersey have not pro- 
vided for the security of the bill-holders of 
their banks, and . the same is. .probably the 
case with several other states. 
We should 


be glad to see our state enter upon a policy 
which has for its object the total suppres- 
sion of-bank-paper,'and "we th'inlc the prop- 
osition of Senator Bennett looks in that di- 
rection, or would be a step towards it, to 
which might be added another law for pro- 
tection against fraudulent issues of bank 
paper from other-states.' " 


The War Debt. 


We learn from the Wisconsin that there 


are gentlemen at Madison from Milwaukee, 
who are very anxious that the legislature 
should create a §4,000,000 war debt for 
this state,"ndt so much for the purpose of 
aiding.in the defense of the country, as to 
create a basis for banking. 


Doubtless there are those who would ruin 


this state financially, if they could make 
money out of it themselves ;! and they very 
naturally take advantage of the present pat- 
riotic feeling of the people, to accomplish 
this design. We are not surprised, either 
that those "gentlemen" come from Milwau! 
kee, as most of the bad financiering in this 
state has-originated there. 
'" " 


We trust our legislators will be npon 


their guard against proposals of this kind. 
A four million debt is not required for the 
present emergency. 
Neither is a two mil 


lion debt demanded. 
The most that is 


needed is §800,000 in addition to the $200,- 
000 already appropriated, making a million 
iu the whole. To pay this, a tax of $60,- 
000 would have to be annually imposed, to- 
gether- with a sinking fund for its final re- 
demption. This is quite an addition to our 
taxes, which the people will cheerfully pay; 
but ai.-debt 'greater' than is needed, or a 
waste of tha money appropriated, will be 
frowned npon, and its authors condemned 
in the future. 


The general government asks ns for three 


regiments only ; two of them are formed 
and ready for service, and the third nearly 
so. It will be proper for the state to arm 
and equip immediately three more regi- 
ments,, and have them ready when called 
for. The expense of raising these six regi- 
ments will be re-paid by the general gov- 
ernment, in a few months. The million of 
dollars would, therefore, still remain unex- 
pended. 


This fund might be used in purchasing 


arms for the state, to be supplied to a re- 
serve volunteer corps, who remain at home, 
pursuing th'eir nsual avocations, and prepar- 
ing themselves for further service iu the war; 
or as a permanent military organization of 
the state. For these purposes, a million of 
dollars is probably all that is needed ; and 
we hope the legislature will go no farther 
than that at present, even if it disappoints 
those " disinterested gentlemen from Mil- 
waukee and elsewhere," who want $4,000,- 
000 of, banking capital. 


A BEAUTY I—The military bill passed by 


the Missouri legislature at a midnight ses- 
sion just before its adjournment, is a genu- 
ine offspring of secession. It compels (or 
seeks to compel) every able bodied citizen, 
between the ages of eighteen and .forty- 
eight, to do military duty, or pay a fine of 
$150. Anybody speaking disrespectfully of 
the governor or legislature is to be tried by 
court-martial, and every citizen is required 
to take an oath of allegiance to the state of 
Missouri and to obey the orders of the Gov- 
ernor only. 


We think the U. S. government will have 


a word or two to say about this law, and 
that volunteers under Frank Blair will be 
quite as safe as those under Gov. Jackson.
